Bituminous Mix To 
Bo Applied On the 
County’s 1st Roads 

Tiie Stole Highway Urpari- 
mcnt this week advertised four 
rural highway projects in Mor¬ 
gan county for bituminous sur¬ 
facing. totaling a distance of 15.1 
miles. 

Bids are to be opened in Frank¬ 
fort July 2. 

Advertised for bituminous sur¬ 
facing are these four roads— 

1. The Grassy Creek-Helechawa 

road from US. 460 at Grassy 
Creek to the bridge at Salem, a 
distance of 5.1 miles. 

2. The Grassy Creek-Wrigley 
road, from U S. 460 at Grassy 
Creek down Grassy to near the 
Lower Long Branch road, a dis¬ 
tance of 2.85 miles. 

3. The Maytown road, from 
U. S 460 two miles south of Ezel 
to Maytown, a distance of 3.3 
miles. 

4 The Pomp-Yoeum road, from 
Ky. 7 near Pomp to Ky 1002 
near the mouth of Paynter’s 
Branch, a distance of 4.02 miles. 

These roads were among the 
first rural roads built in Morgan 
county and they are to be sur¬ 
faced with a road-mix bitumin¬ 
ous surfacing In addition, the 
5.1-mile Grassy Creek-Helechawa 
project is to get a dense graded 
aggregate base. 

Total mileage of the surfacing 
projects is 15.27 miles. 

Some of these roads were 
built in the mid-1930s as WPA 
projects. They are among the 
first rural roads built in the 
county and thus are the first to 
get a bituminous surfacing be¬ 
sides the through or mam high¬ 
ways in the county.

HAVE IMPROVED 160'" 

A traveling salesman for the 
Louisville Tin and Stove Com¬ 
pany was calling on merchants in 
West Liberty Tuesday and re¬ 
called his experiences for the last 
28 years he has visited Morgan 
county. He is Everet Randall of 
Morehend and makes this terri¬ 
tory every two weeks in his 
travels over fifteen counties in 
an automobile, and is at home 
every night. 

When he first began he came 
to Wrigley on the train. He 
hired a horse of Roland Whitt 
and rode horseback to West Lib¬ 
erty, SalyeTsville, Rnyalton, and 
Wheelersbunt. Relief, up Paint to 
Crockett and down Elkfork and 
up Straight Creek back to Wrig¬ 
ley and home on the train after 
a week of horseback riding and 
calling on merchants. 

At Royalton on one trip he 
sold 60 range stoves to Dawkins 
Log and Milling Company, a Ca¬ 
nadian company. Another time 
he went up Straight Creek fol¬ 
lowing the railroad track to Red- 
wine. At the head of the creek 
he came to the tunnel and won¬ 
dered what to do, but quickly 
decided to ride through and was 
lucky not to meet the train. 

At the mouth of Wells Creek 
in Elliott once, he attempted to 
ford the stream which was swol¬ 
len and was carried for fifty 
yards downstream before getting 
out with his horse.

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EDUCATIONAL OUTLOOK 
IN MORGAN SCHOOLS 

A new school year will begin July 1st, and 
plans and programs for the schools have begun 
to take shape. 

After thirteen years of extensive growth and 
consolidation, the Morgan County high school 
enrollment has grown to more than a thousand 
pupils, making it one of the largest schools in 
Eastern Kentucky. A new principal will take 
over and assumes ihe duties and responsibilities 
of the position in July, and he comes highly 
recommended. 

A supervisor for the Ford Foundation admin¬ 
istered by Berea College will have his headquar¬ 
ters here for five counties and will work closely 
with the county superintendent of schools and 
officials in the in-training program for better 
schools. This most valuable service will be paid 
for by the Ford Foundation. The man to be in 
charge is considered one of the very best in 
Eastern Kentucky and has had experience in 
Bell county and trained at Berea College. 

More than fifty of the teachers in Morgan 
county have attended college since last year and 
added many college hours of education to their 
qualifications and are thus better qualified as 
teachers. There will of course be some emergency 
teachers but in the past many of these have 
provd their ability as good teachers. 

The Minimum Foundation Program for Edu¬ 
cation which was widely advertised and voted 
on at the last November election, will begin to 
take shape and form this year and some addi¬ 
tional and badly needed funds may come to the 
county this year. 

The crowded condition of the school at West 
Liberty may be somewhat alleviated as there 
will be two additional classrooms constructed to 
the high school. 

The financial reports published by the super¬ 
intendent and board of education show that the 
finances are in good condition locally and that 
the board is living within its income and meeting 
all its obligations. 

However the test and purpose of all schools 
and school programs is to have the children at¬ 
tend school and learn good the lessons, both by 
precept and example. Some few days ago we 
sat in the audience at the graduation of one of 
our high schools and looked at the teachers and 
wondered if they realized the power and influ¬ 
ence they wielded in making lives and shaping 
the destiny of a free world. How great can be 
the effect of proper education? We would like 
to write a tribute to real teachers and to the 
public schools of this nation. 


TO COMBAT CONFUSION 

From The Christian Science Monitor 

We hope the American people will resist the 
temptation to believe that no useful result can 
now come out of the Army-McCarthy hearings. 
In Washington the prediction is freely made that 
no clear conclusions will be reached by the 
Mundt committee. Yet ever, if no verdict is 
rendered as to the original charges, even if no 
perjury is proved, the American people can and 
should gather some definite good out of this ex¬ 
perience. 

Many conditions and persons have conspired 
to introduce confusion. In the first place the 
Army’s charges came at the issue obliquely. The 
pressures in behalf of Private Schine were but a 
tiny segment of the pressures and the abuse of 
power by Senator McCarthy in his relations with 
individuals and the executive department of gov¬ 
ernment. That abuse should have been met 
earlier and head on. Secondly, the subcommittee 
was never a proper body for judging the charges 
d^diiidi Okie ui iu« lYittMtOC i'i .kTiu Hi SVtUt. i’i Ot 
should any congressional body have sat in judg¬ 
ment on a controversy between the executive and 
legislative branches. 

The Democratic committee members—who on 
the whole showed up well—had their own spe¬ 
cial interest in the controversy. Also they seldom 
lost an opportunity of fostering its embarrass¬ 
ments for the Republicans. Chairman Mundt, 
trying to hold a balance, often did not control 
the hearings. Other Republicans, notably Sena¬ 
tor Dirksen, appeared committed to one side in 
advance. With friends of the committee counsel 
using his televised prominence to promote his 
candidacy for senator, his position was at best 
clouded. 

Add to all these conflicting factors tlie tre¬ 
mendously effective defensive and diversionary 
operations of Senator McCarthy, and it is no 
wonder that many folk lost sight of the issues 
involved. Army Counsel Welch, himself a master 
of histrionics to create an atmosphere, described 
the senator as a “genius in creating confusion." 
He was referring particularly to maneuvers to 
sidetrack attention, to make countercharges in¬ 
stead of answering, to proclaim a suspicion as 
a court-established fact, to slander without 
mercy, and, above all, to turn the hounds of 
investigation from the senator’s own doorstep by 
dragging the Red meat of reckless subversion 
charges down a dozen bypaths. 

Mr. Welch still was to experience the attack 
on a member of his firm (an obvious maneuver 
either to relieve cross-examining pressure on 
Roy Cohn or to impeach the Army counsel’s loy¬ 
alty). It mattered not that Mr. Welch and Mr. 
Mundt declared the senator’s charge untrue—it 
was repeated 10 times, and with many watchers 
achieved the intended purpose and added to the 
confusion. But despite all such diversions and 
distractions, despite the committee’s incompe¬ 
tence to reach a judgment, the American people 
should have learned a few things from these 
hearings: 

1. That the effect of McCarthy methods is not 
to simplify and speed the hunt for Communists 
in America, but to confuse and hamper it. 

2. That the senator is unwilling or unable to 
work with other loyal Americans who dislike 
communism as much as he does and have proved 
their ability to fight it. 

3. That he is quite ready not only to destroy 
other individuals but to split his party and upset 
the constitutional division of powers among the 
the three branches. 

4. That petty politics, personal ambition, and 
plain dishonesty are also subversive influences in 
government which urgently demand more at¬ 
tention from citizens.

Ralph Kennedy Bradford of 
Parkersburg. W. Va. visited West 
Liberty last Friday and Satur¬ 
day.
